In the fall lerm of 1881-18te an important event hap- 
pened; Wentworth became military. It started with a stu- 
dent who was a member of the Lexington Guards" arm nq 

group of lads and teaching them military aspects, like 
marching and the manual of arms. Principal Sellers saw 
this and liked the idea so he presented it to Wentworth, 
•vho also liked the idea On April 11. 1882. Wentworth 
: assed the idea through the Board of Trustees, and they 
approved it. On January 20, 1890, Wentworth Male Acad- 
emy became Wentworth IS^ilitary Academy. Stephen G. 
Wentworth passed away on July 3, 189i^iMK^j0l8'^' 
physical proof of hi&su^port of WMA. 



Stephen Girard Wentworth, the founder of 
Wentworth Military Academy, was born lA 
Williamstown, Massachusetts, October 10, 1811. 
He moved to Lexington, Missouri, in 1840, where 
he engaged in various types of business like real 
estate. In 1 880. Wentworth adopted school as 
a memorial to his dead son and found a Board of 
Trustees for it by 1881 At this time ttie SCtiool 
became Wentwonh iy4ale Academy.
